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U.N. Foree 
Ready to Go 
In Katanga

U.N. Secretary -General Dag 
Hammarskjold arrived in the 
Congo Thursday night to lead a 
Swedish force into secessionist 
Katanga Friday. 


En route to Leopoldville from 
New York, he stopped 90 minutes 
at Accra, Ghana, to refuel and 
confer with President Kwame 
Nkrumah. 


Hammarskjold arrived as Pre- 
mier Patrice Lumumba began 
showing his muscles with rifle- 
carrying Congolese soldiers on 
the eve of U.N. entrance iato 
Katanga. 


CARS STOPPED 


Lumumba’s uniformed forces, 
which spread terror through Leo- 
poldville in the July mutiny, halt- 
ed cars on the road to the air- 
port and searched them for weap- 
ons. Even diplomats were halted. 


Faced with growing dissension, 
Lumumba broadcast an appeal 
for national unity and went to ex- 
traordinary lengths to protect his 
own life. 


Reporters summoned to Lu- 
mumba’s residence for a news 
conference fount two Congolese 
soldiers with bayonetted rifles 
posted inside the entrance and 
four Ghana policemen, also with 
rifles, on duty in the reception 
room. Lumumba did not appear. 
REPORTERS WALK OUT 

After waiting more than half an 
hour, the 30 or more correspond- 


ents who had answered his sum- 
mons walked out. 


Lumumba has promised to co- 
operate with Hammarskjold in 
the U. N. effort to replace Bel- 
gian soldiers in rebellious Katan- 
ga, the richest of the Congo’s six 
provinces. 

But the new show of force 
threw a blanket of uncertainty 
over the situation. 

Hammarskjoki, accompanied by 
two generals and 300 Swedish sol- 
diers, is scheduled to fly to Elisa- 
bethville early Friday. 

Moise Tshombe, Katanga’s pre- 
mier, promised Hammarskjold a

Gov. Vandiver flung back harsh words Thursday 
at former Gov. Ellis Arnall, who had taken Vandiver 
to task on the matter of party loyalty. 


Arnall in a statement Wednes- 
day had said, among other things, 
that present state Democratic 
leaders were “traitors” to the 
party for failing to give all-out 
support to the Kennedy-Johnson 
ticket.

Is Recovered from Orbit 


Paves Way to Return 
Astronauts from Space

VANDENBERG AIR FORCE BASE, Calif. (UPD 
—The United States recovered a man-made object from 
orbit for the first time Thursday, scoring a space-age 
first with the Discoverer series. 


A Discoverer rocket—No. 13— 
hurled the satellite into orbit from 
which the capsule came spinning 
back to earth—right on target and 
right on time. 


The 300-pound capsule landed in- 
side the 200-by-60 mile recovery 
area between Hawaii and Kodiak 
island, but outside the range of 
snare-trailing planes. 


It fell more than 100 miles away 
from the closest ship—Haiti Vic- 
tory—specially equipped radar- 
recovery ship. 


A helicopter from the Haiti 
Victory flew to the area where the 
capsule fell—marked by four 
circling planes—and plucked it out 
of the water.

Eisenhower’s mesSage to the 
resumed session of the Demo- 
cratic Congress is incomparably 
the most “‘political” he ever made. 


He has, in the language of the 
Streets, got them coming and go- 
ing. He “demands” legislative 
actions which are very much like 
past legislative actions which he 
himself vetoed. He brandishes the 
threat of new vetoes. He insists 
upon more money for some 
things; at the same time he 
“‘warns” the Democratic Congress 
against “reckless spending 
schemes.” 

Now all this is perfectly legiti- 
mate political conduct in an elec- 
tion year. It is all part of our 
long presidential tradition. There 
is, historically speaking, nothing 
odd about it whatever. It only 
looks odd now because this par- 
ticular president has been, for 
the most part, so unpolitical, so 
un-Republican. 

Thus the effect on the harried 
Democrats is painful. Imagine a 
group of boys playing in the 
street before a mansion whose 
kindly owner has always wel- 
comed them with a pat on the 
head rather than chasing them 


off down the block. But this kind- 
ly old gentleman darts out of the 
house one morning and begins to 
beat them over the head with 
his walking stick. 

It is not that the ordinary rules 
of the game have been changed;

done in spite of something or other. Most suc- 
cess is attained in spite of discouraging circum- 


stances. “In spite of” are words expressing a common fact in all 
human experiences. “How shall we sing the Lord’s song’ in a 
strange land?” (Psalm 137:4). These words were written by a 


Hebrew exile. 
Far from his native land and 
the temple of his fathers, he 


wondered how he could lift his- 


voice in praise to God. 

Yet even in so fearful a set- 
ting he continued his singing. 
He sang in spite of discourage- 
ment. 

“Hear me when I call O God 
of my righteousness: Thou hast 
enlarged me when I was in 
distress” ‘(Psalm 4:1). David 
says that in spite of distressing 
conditions the Lord continued 
to sustain him and even to en- 
large the role of his usefulness. 
Is it not possible that David 
discovered the greatness of God 
not in spite of these distressing 
circumstances but because of 
thern?

As.I said, the big toe is the 
commonest point of attack, al- 
though it is possible for deposits 
of urates to appear elsewhere:

It does not follow, however, 
that “crippling arthritis all over 
the body” is going to occur. Gout 
and arthritis are not the same 
thing.

Doctor Two to One 


By BETTY REEF 


NEW YORK (WNS)—Girls who choose nurs- 
ing as a profession have lessening chances to marry 
a doctor, but they are practically guaranteed life- 


time employment. 

This is shown by nationwide 
study of nursing which indicates 
that in the period from 1900 to 
1957, the ratio of nurses to doc- 
tors increased almost ‘200-fold. 
In 1900, there was one trained 
nurse per 100 physicians; most 
sick people were nursed at 
home. 


Now nurses outnumber doctors 
about two to one. There are 
currently about 270 active pro- 
fessional nurses per 100,000 peo- 
ple, but government and nursing 
groups say 350 would be the de- 
sirable proportion. 


WORK IN HOSPITALS 


Most of them—291,500—work 
in hospitals; of these around 50 
per cent are married. Private 
duty nursing accounts for an- 
other 70,000, with 75 per cent 
married, according to National 
League for Nursing statistics. 


Other fields are in heavy com- 
petition for nurses’ services, 
states ‘‘Patterns of Disease," a 
monthly survey publication for 
the medical profession. 


“Patterns” indicates that in- | 


dustrial nursing is wide open, 
with many jobs at good pay 
available in plants and large 
offices, both fertile fields for 


s of American firms. 
RAISE HEALTH LEVEL 
Main job of the public health 
nurse is to raise the general 
level of health and hygiene by 
“demonstration and teaching.”’ 


nurses in public health. 


While salaries are up ($3,000 
to $4,000 for beginners to $10,000 
or $15,000 in administrative 
posts), and conditions are im- 
proving, preparation is still so 
arduous and unglamorous that 
many applicants drop out of 
nursing schools. About one out 
of three girls who enroll quits 
before graduation. 


The study also discloses that 
almost 5 per cent of active 
nurses leave the working force 
every year. Most give marriage 
as their reason for resignation. 
Since some 60 per cent of all 
active nurses are married, this 
appears to be a cover-up for 
other reasons. 


Best opportunities in terms of 
type of work, salary and need 
are right at the top. By 1965, 
according to estimates, this 
country will need 5,200 nurses 
with new master’s degrees every 
year. Yet only about 1,000 wom- 
en were granted this degree in 
1958, for example.
